NEW ENGLAND GAS SUES TO

Acting against the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals, in its dec- 
ision of three weeks ago, the 
New England Gas Products Inc., 
through its attorney, Simon 
Cutter of Church Street has en 
tered into a legal action in 
the Middlesex Superior Court. 


Five members of the Board of' 
Appeals have been summonsed to 
appear in court on the first 
Monday in June for a pre-trial 
hearing - Chairman Walter L, 
Hale Jr., Roland Fuller, Wil- 
liam A, Anderson, Lloyd Laffin 
and Frank P, Leavitt. 


New England Gas Inc was tum- 
ed down by the Board of Ap- 
peals recently for the right 
to manufacture acetylene gas 
on property it ows, and which 
8 sold to it by the Town of 
lmington. The company was 
granted an original, variance 
in 1951, under the old zoning 
laws and as a result took out 
various licenses, etc, which 
it continued to renew. It had 
never taken out a building 
permit for the construction of 
buildings, however, awaiting a 
more favorable time to build, 


In February of this year the 
New England Gas Products 
sought a building license, and 
was refused and referred to 
the Board of Appeals, bringing 
about a hearing in which they 
were refused that which they 
had been earlier granted. 


Neither Atty Cutter nor the 
gas company have any word to 
say about the present action.
